DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

1 . Claim 2 is objected to because of tine following informalities: in line 1 0, "of 
should be deleted In the amended phrase "of the coupling elements to move radially...". 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Ciaim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.G. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claim 1 6 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

In claim 16, line 2, there is no antecedent basis for "the spring element" since 
claim 8 from which this claim depends does not recite a spring element. 

Ciaim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in 
public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in 
the United States. 
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(e) the invention was described in (1 ) an application for patent, publislied under section 1 22(b), by 
anotlier filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21 (2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1 ), (2), and (4) of section 371 (c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act of 1999 (AlPA) 
and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical Amendments Act of 2002 do not apply when 
the reference is a U.S. patent resulting directly or indirectly from an international application filed before 
November 29, 2000. Therefore, the prior art date of the reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) 
prior to the amendment by the AlPA (pre-AlPA 35 U.S.C. 1 02(e)). 

5. Claims 1-5,8,10,11,14-19,33,34,37-45,64 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as 
being anticipated by Zapushek 6,854,302. Zapushek teaches a device for transmitting 
movement including a lock device comprising a drive 50, a take-off 20, two coupling 
element balls or rollers 40, a moveable coupling locking element 55,85 and an actuator 
30. Zapushek further teaches the use of a storage device or spring element 80 on the 
coupling element balls or rollers. The functionality recited in the claims is deemed to be 
taught by the same structure disclosed in Orbell. 

6. Claims 1-5,10,14,17-19,37,38,40,41,44,45,64 are rejected under 35 

U.S.C. 1 02(b) as being anticipated by Orbell 5,279,1 37. Orbell teaches a device for 
transmitting movement including a lock device comprising a drive 1 6, a take-off 20, two 
coupling element balls or rollers 40, a moveable coupling locking element 42, and an 
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actuator 46. The functionality recited in the claims is deemed to be taught by the same 
structure disclosed in Orbell. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

7. Claims 12,13,46-61 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Response to Arguments 

8. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-5.8. 10-19.33.34.37-42.44-61 and 
64 have been considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

In response to applicant's amendments, the claims are now rejected on newly cited 
prior art as set forth above.

9. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action.
